same protection from unions and union 
men which we accord them. That is all we 
ask for, and cannot see why any union or 
competent, honest member thereof, should 
feel aggrieved whatever, 

No blame was made or thought of for 
‘the honest and competent workmen, and 
surely they do not wish to stand up for 
those-who are not honest and competent, 
any more than we do. 

We hold that proper regulation and dis- 
cipline of incompetents is as necessary to 
the welfare of the competent nfen and 
their unions as it is to the employer. The 
dissolute and incompetent are always an 
injury to those who are not. 

The difficulty does not lie with the local 
unions. It lies with outside unions who is- 
sue cards to incompetent and dissolute 
men arfd turn them loose to prey upon 
everybody else. All the difficulty this shop 
has ever had has come from men who 
drifted in here from the outside. This, of 
course, is no fault of the local, and no- 
body has said that it is. 

What we are contending for is this: 
Before a lawyer is admitted to the bar 
and given a certificate to practice. law, 
his case is taken up by a committee of 
competent judges, who compel him to pass 
an examination. If he passes, he is given 
hig certificate, which is nothing more or 
less than a lawyer’s working card. If he 

cannot pass that cxamination he is not 
' given the card, and never does get it until 
he can pass successfully. Then, having 
passed, and having been given his card, 
he opéngs his office and enters into the 
practice of law. AND ANY TIME 
THEREAFTER HE MAY BE CONVICT. 
ED OF UNPROFESSIONAL ACTS HE 
IS T ONCE DISBARRED. 

The same is true of a physician. He is 
not allowed to practice siedhcitie until he 
has passed not only his tuition in proper 
schools but has also passed a State Board 
of Medical Examiners. And, if ever con- 
victed thereafter of wrong “doings, his 
right to practice is at once taken away, 
or at least held up until he squares him- 
self. 

The physician’s certificate ,is nothing 
more or less than a card in the Doctors’ 
Union. And so it is with the dentists, and 
in other professions and walks of business 
life. 3 

And so it should be in trades and crafts. 
Only the competent should be entitled to 
certificates of competency. 

In the interests of Trades Unionism, 
whose cause is and always has been sacred 
to us, and in the interest of all competent 
and upright workers in any craft, we ask 
the same protection from incompetency 
that we give to all good workmen against 
our own possible frailties—nothing more.

—an outlook and a faith. America is some- 
thing mystical that lives in the heavens. 
It is the constant and centinuous gearch- 
ing of the human heart for the-thing that 
is better. 

‘‘We are to conquer this land in that 
spirit. And we must keep alive in our- 
selves the thought that this spirit is Amer- 
icanism—that it is robust and dauntless 
and kind and hearty and irresistible, and 
through it men win out against all adver- 
sity. This is what has made us great. 

From the first this spirit has been gen- 
erous. It has extended the open hand 
across the seas. It has said to men every- 
where, that coming clean they would be 
welcome. This was the land of heart’s de- 
sire where men could be their own mas- 
ters and rise according to the qualities 
that they had. Here wads youth with which 
they could identify themselves; land 
which they could own; society of which - 
they could become an integral part: po- 
litical life which they could help to shape 
and in which they would have satisfied 
that world-long yearning for recognition. 
The man could here be developed—the 
full man—for schools were here and a 
sympathetic environment. Others were 
climbing, too, with whom they could meas- 
ure their progress.’’
